1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the High Court of Kerala (Amendment) 
Rules, 2013 .

2 . Amendment of the Rules. — In the Rules of the 
High Court of Kerala 1971 , after rule 97 , the following 
new Chapter VIII A and rule shall be inserted , namely :

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“ CHAPTER VIII A 


Operation of Interim Orders in Specified Cases 


Though the draft Rules in this respect were 
published in the Kerala Gazette No. 25 dated 19th June 
2007, no objection or suggestion were received within the 
time limit specified. Therefore, the High Court, considering 
the matter in all its detail, decided to amend the Rules 
of the High Court of Kerala , 1971 by way of 
incorporation of a new Chapter VIII A with new rule 97A . 


The notification is intended to achieve the 
above object. 


97A . Operation of interim orders. - ( 1 ) 
Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Court , every notice in the 
cases arising under Article 226 or Article 227 of the 
Constitution of India , or under Section 115 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 (Central Act V of 1908 ) or under 
Section 401, 407 and 482 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974 ) seeking to 
challenge or stay or transfer the lower court proceedings , 
including execution proceedings and investigation of 
criminal cases, shall be sent as returnable within a period 
not exceeding two weeks. 

(2 ) Unless otherwise ordered by the Court, the 
proceedings in such cases referred to in sub rule (1), after 
the date fixed for the appearance of the respondent, shall 
be heard on a day -to -day basis till their disposal. 

(3) The Court hearing the cases shall endeavour to 
dispose of the same within two months and unless 
otherwise ordered by the Court, interim orders, if any, 
granted in such cases, shall stand vacated on the expiry 
of two months.

a reasonable period , unless extended for adequate and 
special reasons. 


Only really urgent matters including company matters 
which are required to be immediately or promptly dealt 
with will be received in the Registry of the Court during 
the Onam Holidays, provided they are accompanied by 
memo giving reason for urgent posting .
